SuBJECT: “The Stonecrop Family: Variations on 


a Pattern”’. 


By way of saluting the California Botanical Club 
on the occasion of its 75th birthday, the Academy 
is proud to present Dr. Moran, Curator of Botany at 
the San Diego Museum of Natural History, who is 
a specialist in the Crassulaceae. 

This unusual program will be a pictorial survey of 
a family of plants, showing by many curious and 
beautiful examples some part of the amazing varia- 
tion that is not random but, as in all groups of plants 
and animals, systematic. 

Dr. Moran’s pictures are the by-product of a long- 
time botanical study. He has been interested since 
grammar-school days in the Stonecrop Family and 
has collected and studied them in California, Mexico, 
the Mediterranean region, and eastern Asia, and 
has also grown them to continue his research at home. 
Dr. Moran’s pictures have proven more than a botani- 
cal record. By focusing on often inconspicuous de- 
tails, they bring to the non-botanist a special delight 
from outside his usual realm of experience. 

Dr. Moran is a Fellow of the Academy.

I IS INTERESTING to note, as its Diamond 
Jubilee approaches, that the California Botanical 
Club was founded on March 7, 1891 in the herbarium 
room of the Academy which was then situated on 
Market Street where now stands the Commercial 
Building. The Club’s first president was Dr. Hans 
Herman Behr, then Curator of Entomology but also 
a botanist of note.

The meetings of the Club, primarily devoted to 
“the study of living plants” indoors and out, have 
nearly always been under the direction of the Acad- 
emy’s botanical curators. First, it was Mrs. Katherine 
Brandegee who was succeeded by Miss Alice East- 
wood who held the position until after reaching 90 
years of age. 

For the past 15 years, John Thomas Howell, the 
current Curator of Botany, has coordinated the 
Club’s activities. The Club, over its many years of 
association with the Academy, has been most gen- 
erous in its gifts of plants, books, monies, and serv- 
ices. On this auspicious occasion, the Trustees and 
Staff extend every good wish to the Club for another 
75 years of busy, bountiful, botanical pursuits.

On OcTOBER 4 the Academy received by bequest 
the collection of Diatomaceae which had been made 
by Mr. and Mrs. H. E. Sovereign of Seattle, Wash- 
ington. Along with it were approximately 50 bound 
volumes and 500 printed articles which deal with 
this subject. 

Mr. Sovereign took up the study of diatoms upon 
his retirement as a practicing engineer and became the 
outstanding authority on this group of microscopic 
plants in the northwest. Throughout his work he 
was aided by his wife, Ruby L. C. 

Mr. Sovereign died on April 15, 1965, and was 
followed by Mrs. Sovereign on May 17, 1965. In 
the wills of each they left their collection and library 
to the California Academy of Sciences. 

It is interesting to record that the Academy helped 
in several ways in the early stages of their work and 
published Mr. Sovereign’s last paper on diatoms, 
New Species of Oregon and Washington.
